If you or tsayoae else in the govemaeat can do 
so, 1 would like as account of the chain of possession of each and ell of those 
photographs sad Arsys backward fro® your present custody to the samaras, -his 
request does not seem to fell «i thin what appears in the press as the restrictions 
aad limitations imposed upon the evidence itself. It also now asms to me to be 
essential that those of us researching and writing in this Held have whet the 
government has denied us end everyone else, proof that there has been no possibility 
of substitution, elimination or any kini of tampering. This I regard as additionally 
important because other evidence was destroyed and tampered with, because sow® of 
it is missing, and because the published a secants of the numbers and kinds of the 
pictures and brays are inconel stent vrith the evidence shout them. 

As 1 have in the peat, 1 assure you that ray interest in this matter has to 
do exclusively with my research and writing in the field and has nothing to do with 
idle curiosity. *t the ease time, ~ went to impress upon everyone involved the 
nature of the double standard involved whan 1 -lentieel evidence relating to the 
murder of Oswald While he was in custody and which cams to pass only because govern- 
ment ssde it possible it at the seme time made accessible to researchers. I si so 
want to record ay belief that access to pathologists is a deception, even after 
fire years, because it will hsve no meaning a) bee -suae they will not have tie kind 
of iatladte knowledge of the applicable evidence sad b) because of the time lag.
